Dammany leaders assert that they 
lave in reserve more damaging testi- 
mony tending to show that the gover- 
nor has committed many financial 
crimes. 


Third.—Political exigencies. It bas 


been assumed that the most of the Ue 
publican senators will be Inclined to 
vote for the governor whenever legiti- 
mate opportunity offers, so that he 
may continue in office to complete the 
disruption of Tammany. Democratic 
senators from up state districts, too. 
have been bearing from home, where 
there is strong sympathy for the gov 
ernor. 


One of the most Important questions 


of law to be determined is whether 
acts committed by the governor before 
be was sworn into office on Jan. 1 can 
be considered in connection with his 
Impeachment.
